full retreat from Kong Wang Cheng, 
has added to the general Joy. Tho war 
council Is said to bo thoroughly satis- 
fied with the reports coming from the 
front. Every feature of the campaign' 
has been carried1 out just ns planned 
and there Is no reason- to believe 
there will be any hitch. A. high Japa- 
nese army official 'said 
yesterday:

hitch yet, nnd there IB no reason to 
believe there will be any. Our com- 
manders In the Held know the terri- 
tory over which they are campaign- 
Ing ns well as they know the coun- 
try between Tokio and Kobe. Our In- 
telligence ' department Is as nearly 
perfect as It can bo, nnd our gcncrata 
know the disposition nnd numbers of 
the enemy very nearly, if not quite, 
as-well ns does the Russian command- 
er himself. 
W/o aro just ns certain 


to win this war ns anything • tinder 
the sun Is certain, nnd while we can- 
not hope to bo always as successful 
as wo have been, 'there will bo fow 
reverses to the Japanese arms to lie 
recorded during this war. Wo havo 
many advantages over the cno-ny and 
our leaders can bo depended upon to 
utilize them nil." 


Explains Position 


St. Petersburg, May

May Reduce Representation.

.settlement of them will necessarily 
take time. 


There Is a growing feeling that It 


would be wise to discontinue l"ho mis- • 
slonnary episcopacy and substitute 
therefor the plan of general superin-V 
tendency with assigned, residence In 
foreign fields. Such a decision would 
involve n large addition to the episco- 
pal board.
